Desertions, and« How They May be Pro 


vented. 


WASHINGTON', Nov. 5.—Inspector-Gen 


eral I. R. Breckenbrige of the army in 
his annual report to the Secretary ol 
War devotes considerable s'paco to the 
much-mooted question 
of desertion, 


which has boon agitating tho army for 
some time past. 
"Experience 
has 


shown," ho says, "that tho severity oi 
punishment does not affect desertion, 
and therefore we must look to fee cer- 
tainty of arrests as the only possible 
limitation. We should first render it 
inexcusable and then make it impos- 
sible, and be always humane. 
Out 


methods of enlistment and failure to 
insure arrests may not promote, but 
they apparently (ail to guard against 
this crime. But it should ho clearly 
recognized that It is not the soldiers 
•who desert. Desertion is usually a baby 
act in the army, and indicates the man 
is merely an entitled apprentice and not 
yet an instru6te,d soldier. With deser- 
tions numbered by the thousands and 
punishments numbered by the units 
there is practically no deterrent to de- 
sertion but the wishes of tho .recruits, 
and there 13 little or no effort to en- 
lighten or Impress him with the solem- 
nity of his military oath and the manly 
and sacred quality of his public duties. 
A soldier's oath should be as sacred as 
a mason's and should be assumed with 
no less formality." 


General Breckenbrigo thinks that of- 


ficers in the army should be promoted 
by tho lengths of service as well as for 
merit. He states that of captains who 
have held their commissions for more 
than twenty years there are fifty-four 
in tho Infantry, ten in tho Artillery and 
seven in tho Cavalry; of the First Lieu- 
tenants who ITve hold their present 
commissions for more than fourteen 
years there am fourteen in the Artillery, 
seven in tho Infantry and two In tho 
Cavalry; and of Lieutenants who have 
served more than twenty years and not 
attained the grade of Captain there arc 
about ninety, fifty ol thepe are in the 
Artillery, forty in" the Infantry, and one 
in the Cavalry.

Dakotas wore admitted to the Union of 
States, and although one of thorn was 
ahead ol the other just tho length of 
time it took the President to write his 
name, history wilfnever be abloto record 
the name of tho leader. It is a pro- 
found mystery, and it will always be so. 


Arlington is Available. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—General Hola- 


bird, 
Quartermaster-General of 
tho 


army, trDld a reporter yesterday, speak- 
ing of the proposition to bring General 
Grant's remains to Arlington, that there 
Would be no difficulty whatever in pro- 
viding a place beside the General for 
the interment of Mrs. General Grant 
when sha dies. "The law," said he, 
"takes no cognizance of tho burial of 
any person other than an officer, but 
custom has been against the burial of 
wives and children of officers in Nation- 
al cemeteries. Each officer on duty in 
this vicinity is entitled to a lot twelve 
feet square, and his family is at liberty 
to bury more than one person in the lot; 
there is ample room, where the dead 
are buried in ranks, and I have fre- 
quently given permission to the chil- 
dren of a veteran to bury their mother 
in their father's grave. Arlington is 
not in the city, and no harm can result. 
II General Grant's remains are removed 
to Arlington and Sirs. Grant desires to 
be burisd near her husband, there will 
be no obstacle in the way."
